THE LATE RIOTS. 

The following communication from the Mayor 
was presented to the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
evening and was by them ordered to be published : 

Mayor’s Orrice, 
July 14, 1834. 
Gentlemen of the Common Council : 

It becomes my duty to call yaur attention to a 
subject deeply affecting the character of this com- 
monity. The occurrences of the last week, I doubt 
not, have awakened in your minds, as they have in 
mine, feelings not only of regret, but of humiliation. 

That any portion of a community composed of 
citizens usually peacable, orderly, and well disposed, 
should have thus suddenly thrown aside their res- 
pect for the laws, and become participants in scenes 
of riot and violence, is a circnmstance well calcu- 
lated to arrest the attention ofthe civil authorities, 
and to induce them to consider what measures may 
be necessary to guard the peace of the city, and to 
protect the rights and property of its inhabitants 
against similar outrages in future. 

The intimate association which I have had uni- 
formly with the Common Council, their advice and 
concurrence in the measures adopted for restoring 
the public peace, and their consequent acquaintance 
with the facts, render it unnecessary for me to enter 
into any minute relation of the various disturbances 
which have taken place. It affords me satisfaction, 
however, to be enabled to state, that no life has 
been lost, nor any serious personal injury sustained. 











The amount of property destroyed is much less than 
has been generally apprehended. 

In noticing briefly the public outery of the magis- 
tracy, I have tostate that the efforts of the civil au- 
thority being fuund insufficient to preserve the 
peace, requested the aid ofa portion of General Mor. 
ton’s command on Thursday. His assistance was 
cheerfully rendered, and proved extremely useful. 
On the afternoon of Friday, I judged it expedient to 
issue a proclamation enjoining the citizens to re- 
frain from all further violations of the peace. A 
copy thereof accompanies this communication. 
On the evening of Friday a more imposing military 
force was in attendance, and the united efforts of the 
civil and military power, it was thought, would be 
sufficjent to prevent a recurrence of the disorders. 
I regret to say that this expectation was disappoint- 
ed. On the morning of Saturday I caused a second 
proclamation to be issued, a copy of which is also 
annexed, calling upon the citizens to offer their ser- 
vices, and upon the whole body of the military to 
lend their aid in the preservation of the public peace. 
It was the especial design of the second proclama.- 
tion to destroy adelusion which was believed to rest 
in the minds of the offenders, that the magistrates 
did not possess sufficient power to direct an effectu- 
al use of the arms of the military. 

Great was the anxiety to put down violence by the 
peaceful weapons of the law, and to avoid if possi. 
ble the last resort, yet their determination was easily 
made, and never shaken, to compel, at every risk, a 
submission to the laws. The military forces on 
Saturday night were provided with ball cartridges, 
and were ordered to use them if necessary to pre- 
vent further commotion. Each detachment was ac.

The 
wont is highly important, as it winds up the bloody 
drama which has been acting in Portugal for two 
years past, and leaves Don Pedro, or his daughter 
Donna Maria II., in full possession of the throne. 

It does not appear that Don Miguel had actually 
left Portugal at the date of these accounts, but he had 
stipulated to depart, and infact had abandoned his 
Army, Santarem, and the whole kingdom, to the 
Pedroites. In the meantime both he and Don Car- 
los had fallen into the hands of the Spanish troops, 
if we may credit the intelligence, having been de- 
livered up by their own men. The Portuguese war 
is therefore at an end, and the Spanish war also, for 
aught wecan see to the contrary. 

(Translated for the Journal of Commerce.) 

Mapaiv, May 25.—Agreeable to the plan of opera- 
tions agreed on between the Duke of Terceira and 
D. Jose Bamon Rodil, Castel-o-Branco was occupied 
by the Spanish troops on the 51th inst. and Thomar 
by the Portuguese. The Miguelites, who abandoned 
the (latter) city at their approach, retired a league and 
a half, pursued by the cavalry, to Seiseira,—a point 
from which they could proceed either to Santarem or 
Abrantes. This was the reason why the Duke of 
Terceira proposed to General Rodil to march upon 
Abrantes with the Spanish forces, and accordingly 
they left Castel-o-Branco and arrived at Sarceda on 
the 20th. 

From this point and on the same day, this General 
communicates the results of an action which took 
place at Seiseira on the 16th, and the news of the re- 
tirement of Don Miguel from the strong position 
which he held at Santarem, in the following extract 
of a letter fromthe Duke of Terceira, dated at Gole- 
gana on the 18th: 

«Tt appears that the action at Seiseira was deci- 
sive ; for Don Miguel curst not remain in his weak- 
ened position at Santarem, but fled towards Yelves.” 

In the latter enclosing this extract, Gen. Rodil 
states that in consequence of that engagement, he 
had determined to turn back from Sareeda with the 
divisions of infantry, and cross the Tagus at Malpi- 
ca and Herrona, where Col. Tena had been, for 
two days, getting the boats of that vicinity in readi- 
ness, and “if,” says Gen. Rodil, ‘‘ they are in or- 
der on my arrival, the van-guard will be in Spain to- 
morrow, and the Ist division on the following day.”

ARREST OF ONE OF THE RIOTERS WHO 
TURNED OUT TO BE A THIEF. 

A short time since, a fire occurred at the house 
of a Mr. Madden, in Chatham Square, by which a 

large portion of his property was destroyed. In 
endeavoring to save a portion of his furniture, he 
brought two valuable clocks into the street, and lett 
them there whilst he returned into the house. On 
again coming out, he found that the clocks had 
been taken away, and he could at that time find no 
further trace of them. The ensuing day, a young 
man named Henry Stewart, alias Woods, called at 
the shop of Mr. Abrahams, a pawnbroker, in Chat- 
ham street, and offered to pawn a clock; but as 
they could not agree on the sum to be lent, the 
young man went away, saying he would call the 
ensuing day with his aunt, a Mrs. Aimsby, who re- 
sides in Madison street. Mr. Abrahams having some 
suspicions that the clock was not honestly come by, 
called at the Police Office and examined the record 
of lost and stolen property, amongst which he found 
an account of the two clocks stolen from Mr. Mad. 
den. Mr. Abrahams then informed the Police of 
Wood’s having pawned the clock with him, and ac. 
companied Mr. Homan, tho Police Officer, to Mrs. 
Aimsby’s, and asked to see it. She had, however, 
already parted with it, and gave the ticket of the 
pawnbroker’s where it was pledged. They then 
searched her house, ard found the skeleton of the 
other clock, from which the interior works had 
been taken out. M-.. Aimsby refused to give the 
officers any information about it, except thatit, and 
the cloek which was pawned, had beon brought to 
her house by a young man named Reed, who had 
since left the city. Finding that the matter could 
be no further sifted at that time, Mr. Homan went 
away and got the other clock from the pawnbroker, 
and gave it up to the City Insurance Company,who 
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for pawn, and also for the other pawnbroker at 
whose house it was found, and as soon as they saw 
the prisoner, they at ance recognized him to be the 
individual who came to their houses to pawn the 
clock. He was »ceordingly committed for the lar. 
ceny ; so that, between the two charges that are 
now against him for rioting and larceny, he stands 
a good chance of spending some time in the State 
*rison.—Jour. of Commerce.

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THE LOCUSTS. 
To the Editor of The Man. 

Dean Sm—lI have occasionally seen in the news. 
papers notices of the appearance, this summer, of 
the periodical locust; or rather prophecies that they 
would appear. Inthe Trenton Emporium of 11th 
June last, is an account of the locusi, extracted 
from an address delivered before the Delaware Aca. 
demy of Natural Science, by Wm. Gibbons, M. D. 
some years ago. In this extract the locust is des- 
eribed as the Cicada Septemdecem or periodical lo. 
eust; and is stated te have made the last periodi- 
eal return in the year 1817.. Now if they appeared 
in the State of Delaware in that year, they appear 
in different parts of the country in different seasons, 
and hence a conjecture arises, that the locusts are 
migratory. They appeared in Orange county, state 





of New York, in the spring of 1809, and this was 
the first time I ever saw them ; they appeared again 
inthe spring of 1826 in the neighborhood of New. 
York city, and at New Brunswick, New Jersey, 
where I again saw them. Inthe year previous to 
their appearance in 1509, the country was infested 
with a large black caterpillar, which preyed upon '
